CHANGES IN 
THE UIC ACT 

There were certain changes made 
in the Unemployment Insurance 
Regulations that became effective on 
September 5th, 1982. The amend¬ 
ment excludes from earnings for be¬ 
nefit purposes certain monies paid or 
payable on layoff or separation from 
employment. 

We intend to study the amendment 
and further clarification will be 
placed in the next Oshaworker.

With the uncertainty that fias been 
hanging over our heads during the 
past couple of months I was wonder¬ 
ing when I would be able to write an 
article clarifying 
the insurance 
items in the new 
contract. How-

superior to the 
contract our Sisters and Brothers in 
the USA swallowed, and remain at 
work. If you consider the present 
layoff situation it is much better 
drawing UIC and SUB than having 
to rely on strike pay. 

TAKE AW AYS IN 
NEGOTIATIONS 
I would like to impress upon 
everyone how serious GM was re¬ 
garding “take aways” at the in¬ 
surance negotiating table. For us to 
come away with a settlement 
whereas we retained all the cover¬ 
ages, plus a couple of extras, in my 
opinion was a plus because we were 
constantly being told how expensive 
our coverages were to GM. Some of 
the items that were shoved at us were 
a flat rate on the vision, cut out 
coverages for about one third of the 
drug coverages, schedule of fees for 
dental would always be one year be¬ 
hind as well as a new employee could 


not have dental for eighteen months 
or drug coverages for one year. 

The real hard core issue for GM 
concerned your Sickness and Acci¬ 
dent benefits whereas if they 
had been successful, you would 
have had to apply to the Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance office before 
applying to the S & A Office. In other 
words it would have worked the 
same as the SUB Benefits which, as 
you all know, UIC pays first and then 

5 & A would have made up the dif¬ 
ference. I hope everyone can ap¬ 
preciate just what an inconvenience, 
etc., this would have created. 

NEW NEGOTIATED ITEMS 
PREGNANCY BENEFITS 

This section of our insurance be¬ 
nefits has a newly negotiated item 
which in my opinion will be an im¬ 
proved financial benefit for any of 
our Sisters. Prior to negotiations the 
UIC pregnancy leave consisted of 
two weeks waiting period and fifteen 
weeks of UIC benefits. At no time 
during these seventeen weeks did S 

6 A Benefits enter into the picture. 
What we NOW have is that the first 
week of pregnancy leave is consi¬ 
dered waiting period for everything 
but the second week of UIC waiting 
period, the girl will collect S & A 
Benefits. For the next fifteen weeks, 
UIC will pay their regular benefits 
BUT at the completion of these fif¬ 
teen weeks the girl will collect a lump 
sum cheque from the S & A office for 
the difference between UIC and S & 
A. For example — if UIC paid $210. 
per week for fifteen weeks and the S 
& A rate was $250. per week the 
cheque would equal $40. times 15 


weeks. Quite a financial improve¬ 
ment. 

TRAVEL ALLOWANCE 

Any member on S & A who re¬ 
ceives a letter informing them they 
are to report to an IMO and the dis¬ 
tance between their residence and 
the IMO office is 64 kilometers they 
will be paid 15c per kilometer instead 
of the previous 11c per kilometer. 
However, you must apply to the be¬ 
nefit office for this travel allowance. 

LIFE INSURANCE 

The COLA clause was not in¬ 
cluded in your base rate for S & A 
purposes but it was for your life in¬ 
surance increase. To figure the 
amount out that pertains to each in¬ 
dividual you should take your base 
rate plus the COLA less 6 cents. In 
most cases the life insurance will in¬ 
crease by $5,500. while the extra ac¬ 
cident insurance will increase by 
$2,750. Also included is the optional 
group life increases of $10,000., 
$20,000., and $30,000., as well as op¬ 
tional dependent group life increases 
of $5,000. for spouses and $2,000. 
per child. 

CONCLUSION 

I appreciate it that maybe some of 
our members may feel that the 
improvements were not great in the 
insurance section but in my opinion 
we did not lose ground which is more 
than the U.S. Brothers and Sisters 
can say. To me this is very im¬ 
portant. If there is any further infor¬ 
mation you require in regards to your 
insurance coverages put a call in to 
your supervisor for either Jack 
Vaillancourt or myself.

These hatchetmen of big business 
have been and still are pulling out all 
the “stops” trying to convince John 
Q. Public that the working people of 
this country are lazy, overpaid and 
living too high on the hog. How many 
times have you heard or read in ouf 
news media any criticism of the 
Heads of Corporations or Financial 
Institutions whose salaries and 
bonuses range from a hundred 
thousand a year to over a million dol¬ 
lars? No, Brothers and Sisters, the 
Press or Governments will not 
criticize the one’s who control them, 
it is the workers of this country they 
want to bring to our knees. 

Just prior to writing this article, 
the Premier of Ontario, froze wages 
in the public sector and is now send¬ 
ing veiled threats to Trudeau and 
Lalonde “to bring in mandatory 
wage controls in the private sector” 


or they (the Ontario Government) 
will. 

With unemployment the highest 
since or higher than the depression, 
it simply does not make sense to 
freeze the wages of people who can¬ 
not afford the present cost of the bare 
necessities of life let alone many of 
the products we build. This will only 
create more unemployment. 

Until interest rates are brought 
down to an acceptable level and 
stabilized, Government waste is 
dealt with, and the price of products 
we produce are reasonable, the mess 
we are in will continue. 

If, as most agree, we need to prac¬ 
tice restraints, let us start where it is 
justified, after all if we are going to 
trim the fat it makes sense to go to the 
fattest hogs first. 

LAYOFFS 

Things seem to be happening so 
fast that it is nearly impossible to 
guess what is going to happen from 
day to day, never mind a two or three 
month prediction. The Company had 
informed us of layoffs for the weeks 
October 4th and 11th and November 
15th and that there would be only 60 
to 90 people required for these 
weeks. However, just prior to the 
time of this writing, General Motors 
announced layoffs for two days the 
23rd and 24th of September. 

No sooner than we got this news 
they announced that the Truck Plant 
would shut down for two weeks 
starting September 27th and that the 
“B” Body would be down the weeks 
ofOctober4thandthe 18th. This will 
certainly affect us as 65 percent of 
our glass goes to GM. We have a 
meeting scheduled for Tuesday Sep¬ 
tember 28th with the Company to get 


a breakdown on what is going on. By 
the time you read this these layoffs 
will be well under way, but if you 
have any problems call the Union 
office in the Plant or the Union Hall. 

PEL 

The week of September 19th, 
Brothers C. McPherson and R. 
McGrath went to the UAW Educa¬ 
tional Centre in Port Elgin to begin 
the paid education leave course. 
These Brothers are the first to take 
this course since we negotiated the 
PEL last contract. If you have any 
question on this, ask one of the 
Committee. 

GRIEVANCES 

Quite some time ago we filed a 
grievance on recall for Brother D. 
Dare. This grievance was resolved at 
a “special meeting” as per letter No. 
3 on Grievance Procedure in the 
Master Agreement. Brother Dare 
will receive one day’s pay plus 24 
hours of short work week. 

We are going to arbitration with a 
grievance on Sick and Accident for 
Brother Norm James. The Company 
is arguing that S & A is not arbitra¬ 
ble and we disagree, so the Arbit¬ 
rator will have to decide, first, if the 
grievance is arbitrable or not and 
then if he decides it is, he will rule on 
the merits of complaint. We have 
several other grievances at various 
stages of the procedure — more on 
these next time. 

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 

Since the signing of the last con¬ 
tract we have had over forty mem¬ 
bers retire. If these Brothers and Sis¬ 
ters had not been able to retire there 
would have been forty more junior 
members on layoff.

INCREASES FOR ALL 
PAST RETIREES 

All retirees receiving pension as of 
January 1, 1983 will receive lump 
sums of $300 on January 1, 1983 and 
another $300 on January 1, 1984.

That is, they must submit 
medical evidence and satisfy the 
conditions outlined under the Pen¬ 
sion Plan for Mutual Agreement. The 
increased supplement would affect 
all those retiring effective January 1, 
1983 or later, and these members 
with between 25 and 30 years service 
would receive the money im¬ 
mediately. 

For example, a UR Assembler 
with a base rate of $9.90 per hour 
retires with 31 years service effective 
January 1, 1983, his pension would 
be as follows: 

Basic Pension — $18.70 x 31 = 
$579.70 

Supplementary Pension — $15.00 x 
30 = 450.00 
Total $1029.70.

Controls Program 
Political Cop-Out

TORONTO — Wide-ranging pub¬ 
lic sector controls brought down 
today are “ostrich economics — a 
political cop-out by a government 
that would rather 
stick its head in 
the sand than 
confront Onta¬ 
rio’s worst eco¬ 
nomic crisis in 
half a century,” 
says the presi¬ 
dent of the 
800,000 member 
Ontario Fed¬ 
eration of 
Labour. Cliff 
Pilkey said the Conservative 
government is trying to create the 
illusion of economic action with a 
cynical and unjust political move 
timed to end a full year before the 
next provincial election. 

“Public sector controls will have 
little effect on an inflation rate that is 
already declining. They will have no 
effect on job creation. They will 
significantly add to the misery of On¬ 



tario’s half a million jobless by put¬ 
ting a further squeeze on social ser¬ 
vices transfer payments to 
municipalities. 

“Premier Davis knows this. He 
admitted at the Halifax Premiers 
Conference that job creation was the 
country’s number one priority. His 
promise not to single out public sec¬ 
tor workers for controls is just the 
latest broken promise. By crawling 
into bed with the federal Liberals, 
the Conservative government has 
revealed the awesome depth of its 
moral, political and economic bank¬ 
ruptcy.

I recall one movie where 
three Texas Rangers, escorting a 
dozen convicts through the Desert, 
were attacked by a large number of 
Indians. The Rangers freed the con¬ 
victs, armed them with weapons, 
and they fought the Indians side by 
side. The message here was the same 


— what you had tried to convey to 
us. Our chances to survive will be 
much greater if we fought the battle 
together. 

I think our Union showed good 
faith in our Contract negotiations. I 
always thought your top people’s 
intentions were honourable. The only 
problem is that lower management 
loses a lot in the translation, and by 
the time it reaches the connecting 
links between management and the 
working people of the Company, 
some of your good intentions are 
turned completely around. To sum it 
up in short, there are many Super¬ 
visors on the floor, and their 
employees will do anything he asks 
of them — because he treats them as 
one fellow human being should treat 
another. 

On the other hand we have many 
Supervisors who think their main 
responsibility is to make their work¬ 
ers life as miserable as they possibly 
can. Believe me, sir, it is difficult for 
an employee to think quality work¬ 
manship when he despises his fore¬ 
man and general foreman. If every¬ 
thing I r^ad about the Japanese Auto 
Industries true — their succes&Hies 
with their ability to recognize tRe 
worker, as the'most important asset 
to their Comapny. It is something to 
think about.
